U. S. Dept. of Agr. figures say 
that a tw\> week old chick should 
weigh 2.6 ounces and 4.2 ounces at 
three weeks, but with proper feed- 
ing we have seen many a two 
week old chick that will weigh 3.5 
ounces and three week old babies 
tipping the scales at 
6 ounces.

4—Chicks should never be left 


in the boxes in an extremely warm 
room, as a box containing 100 
chicks is 20 degrees warmer on the 
inside than out. 
As soon as re- 


ceived chicks should be placed un- 
der a hover where a temperature 
of 90 to 95 degrees has been main- 
tained for at least two days. They 
should be given warm water and 
at once be fed. 
Be careful that 


feed is not chilled.

mash containing Cod Liver Oil 
(the Vitamin D in which does not 
deteriorate with age), milk and al- 
falfa as well as other needed and 
easy-to-assimilate proteins, min- 
erals and body builders. Chicks 


should never eat chilled feed nor 
drink chilled water until a week 


old. 
A drink of ice water may 


be a chick's ticket to the under- 
taker's parlor!

CHICAGO, April 21 (UP)—The 


world grain situation, with a grow- 
ing scarcity of wheat and wide- 
spread fear of war, is history re- 
peated, a check of statistics dis- 
closes. 


Since the 
beginning 
of 
1935 


wheat prices have moved steadily 
higher and the end is not yet in 
.sight, according to traders. At the 
start of 1896—40 years ago—prices 
began an upward march that end- 
ed in 1898, at 
the close of the 


Spanish-American War. 


As both cycles of higher prices 


began, 1896 and 1935, the world 
was climbing from the depths of 
an international 
depression 
and 


further, on both occasions, 
the 


grain trade was laboring under a 
surplus that had existed for five 
years previously. 


Short Crops Factor 


Both times the situation 
was 


helped 
immeasurably by short 


crops, the result of exceedingly 
poor crop conditions. These short 
crops allowed surplus supplies to 
dwindle to the danger point and 
prices began gradually to reflect 
the growing scarcity. 


The biggest push to the price 


upturn came from war scares on 
both occasions. Today there is a 
growing fear of another war 
in 


Europe and in 1897, the mid-way 
point of the boom. 40 years 
ago, 


America and Spain were prepar- 
ing for war and busily 
buying 


grains to feed their armies. 


The forward surge of prices four 


decades ago carried the price of 
wheat to the $1.65 level. The pres- 
ent upsurge has carried old crop 
wheat above §1-40 a bushel 
and 


the crop to be harvested next sum- 
mer to around $1.25 a bushel. 


So strong is the present trend to

Why Iodine Is Sought as Necessity of

IODINE IS m necessary In^redi-

lived in the sea. 
As the human 


body gradually evolved, no matter 
how far the Individual body got 
away from sea water, this neces- 
sity for iodine persisted. 


Now, iodine is among the rarest 


minerals on earth, and while a 
man needs a quantity of iodine the 
size of a grain of wheat to supply 
his needs for a whole year, in 
many parts of the world it is im- 
possible to obtain this much. 


If iodine is lacking in the soil 


or food of a certain region, this 
lack, in the course of time, shows 
itself by a universal tendency to 
enlargement of the thyroid gland, 
or goiter, in that region. The 
southern part of the United States 
is the only large area In this coun- 
try that was submerged and thor- 
oughly soaked in sea water during 
the. late geologic period, and a 
great deal of iodine still remains in 
its soil, and in that part of the 
country simple goiter is far less 
common than in the northern parts 
around the lake regions.

Best Commercial Source 


Iodine is used in medicine as an 


external antiseptic In the form of 
tincture of iodfne, and Internally 
as a drug In several forms. It can 
be obtained from kelp grown on 
the bed of the ocean, and this is the 
best commercial source. 


Its use in the prevention of goi- 


ter dates from fairly recent times, 
although as early as 1820 in Mich- 
igan sheep began to die from lack 
of iodine. Domestic animals un- 
der any circumstances are very 
sensitive to deficiency of iodine in 
their diet. In regions where the 
soil contains iodine, the leafy parts 
of plants and grassen are rich in 
the substance. 


The first experiment on the pre- 


vention of human goiter was done 
at Akron, O., by Marine and Kim- 
ball, in 1917. -They selected a group 
of children in school and gave 
of them sodium iodide dally t 
period of ten days, the course 
ing repeated twice a year for a 
period of three years. In control 
groups of about 2,000 children, five 
in the group which had received 
Iodine developed an enlargement of 
the thyroid gland, while 495 in the 
group to whom no iodine was giv- 
en, developed goiter. 


Only a very small amount of 


iodine is needed for this preven- 
tion, and the regular use of iodized 
salt is not to be encouraged. Pro-

After drawing East's last trump, 
the diamond J was played, but that 
was the last trick the declarer 
could win. 


The South who made the con- 


tract, Mrs. Kay Coffin of Indiana- 
polis, tried out the diamonds after 
ruffing the heart Ace. When the dia- 
mond Q fell, she entered dummy 
with the club Ace, discarded a spade 
on the heart K and led dummy's 
last diamond. East did not trump, 
so declarer won the trick, ruffed a 
diamond with dummy's club 9 and 
then led dummy's last trump. Had 
East ruffed the second diamond, he 
would have had only two trumps, 
and if he underled the spade Ace 
for another diamond ruff, he could 
not have overruffed the club 9 in 
dummy.

Insurance policies carried by their 
sons, will be without means of 
support when the insurance is ex- 
hausted. Had their sons not given 
their livea in defense of our coun- 
try they would today be here to 
support them. In many cases pay- 
ments have already stopped and 
within the next few years hardly 
any mothers will be receiving in- 
surance benefits. Immediate action 
is necessary if further suffering 
on the part of these noble women 
is to be avoided." 


"The Rankin bill, should be fav- 


orably reported to the.House, and 
passed because, under its provi- 
sions, monthly payments of $50 
will continue to be paid after the 
insurance is used up. Thus these 
mothers who know better than any 
of us the horrors of war will at 
least be spared the suffering of 
poverty, deprivation, and want. No 
other group in the United States is 
more deserving of aid from a grate- 
ful Government than these mothers 
whose sons died in its behalf."
